The chair 
faces the east, and directly behind it is a low 
cabinet, for the use of the man who turns on 
the current, who is thas out of sight of 
everybody. Directly back of the cabinet, 
against which the cabinet ‘stands, is a door 
leading directly to the dynamo'room.

THE CODE OF SIGNALS.

There is another switch by which the cur- 
rent can be directly connected with wires lead- 
ing to the chair. The man at the switchboard, 
however, cannot turn the current through the 
occupant of the chair, this a entirely the 
province of the man who stands behind the 
cabinet. 

NO PAPERS SERVED. 

At 12 o’clock the warden said: ‘*The men 
are allawake. I was just down to see them. 
They are very quiet, but they evidently know 
that something is coming.”’ 

Warden Brown said that no papers had been 
served on him in the Woods case. He said he 
had the opinion of the attorney general on the 
appeal put forward by Woods’s lawyer as a 
claim for a stay of execution. He would not 
say what it was, but he said: 

“If no other papers are served on me before 
the hour set for execution, you can say thatall 
four men will be executed.”

Lonpon, July 5.—The startling intelligence 
has been received that a large steamer sank off 
Dover some time during last night. Dispatches 
say one mast of the vessel is visible above the 
water. 

The steamer Kinloch has Janded at Grave- 
send with a part of the crew of the sunken 
steamer, which was the Dunholme, from 
Middlesborough to Rio Janeiro. The Dun- 
holme was sunk at 2 o’clock in the morning, 
two minutes after a collision with the Kinloch. 
Seventeen persons are missing from the Dun- 
holme.

While full returns from all the 
counties are notin, itis certain that for the 
first time since the negro became a voter that 
the majority of legal voters of the state are 
white. 


Accident at Target Practice. 
Sipvey, N. 8. W., July 6.—The British war ship 
Cordelia, Captain Harry T. Grenfell, ten guns, 
2,38 tons and 2,420-horse power, has just returned 
to this port after a most disasterous trip to sea 
for target practice with her big guns. Captain 
Grenfell reports that while practicing with one 
of the Cordelia’s six-inch, breech-loading guns 
the latter loded, killing Lieutenant B. ae, 
Lieutenant Gordon and four seamen, wounding 
three midshipmen and ten seamen.

A LIVELY FIGHT 


IN WHICH SOME MEMBERS OF THE 
SOUTHERN CADETS TOOK PART 


AND WHICH LOOKED LIKE A RIOT 


Three Cadets and Two Negroes Hurt—The 
Sensational Episode That Brought toa 
Close the Indianapolis Drill. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., July 6.—[Special.}+ 
An incipient riot occurred in the negto 
quarters on Kentucky avenue about 1 
o'clock this afternoon. Three members of 
the Southern Cadets,'of Macon, Ga., in the 
city attending the military encampment, 
and a colored man named Tom Brows 
were “in it” at the beginning of the affaity 
When it closed there were several wounded 
men on both sides and a great and ex 
cited throng in and around the negre 
headquarters on Kentucky avenue. 

The stories of the participants disagree, 
but it appears that after the first blow 
was struck neither side wanted much jas 
tification, but simply punched and slashed: 

As the Cadets tell it P. W. Wiggins, Free- 
man Walker, George B. Edwardsand Frank 
Bonner met this negro Brown at a bathhouse 
corner, where he was getting his shows 
shined, One of them made a jocular fe- 
mark to him, and they say he applied a 
vile epithet to them, which was more than 
they could bear. They rushed for him, bat 
he fled precipitately down Kentucky ave- 
nue, with the two, Wiggins and Walker, 
close at his heels. 

Brown led them right into Hester & 
Duncan’s saloon, a colored resort, when 
about fifteen negroes set upon them and 
beat them up very badly. 

Another Cadet named Edwards ran t#@ 
the rescue of his comrades, and was | 
knocked down and beaten. The providen- 
tial arrival of several police officers nipped 
the outbreak in its incipiency, or else @ 
riot in which the loss of life would havé 
certainly occurred, would have resulted. 
Promptly all the participants werm 
placed under _ arrest, Brown being 
taken into Police Commissioner Catterson’s 
office for safety, while Wiggins, Walker 
and Edwards were taken to Police Sur- 
geon Earp’s office just overliead, where 
their injuries were dressed, : 

Cadet Wiggins was cut in the mouth, 
his lips being completely severed to the 
chin, though it was from a blow and nog 
from a sharp instrument. 

Cadet Walker was severely beaten on thé 
head with a billiard cue and the surgeon 
had to take several stitches in his scalp. He 
also had a number of small puncture wounds 
in bis head. ; ‘ 

Cadet Edwards who was not so much mortie 
fied at his arrest as at having been assaulted 
by a negro, had a badly bruised head. Cadet 
Wiggins told Dr. Earp that he had used’ ® 


knife in his defense and as Brown, the negro, ° 
is sufféring from 4 knife wound he is ntpposede 


to have inflicted it. 

Despite his wounds Wiggins was anxious 
for revenge, and stated that he would kill the 
negro before he left town if he got a chance. 

The police arrested Brown and a negro: 
named Marshall Lynch for implicationin the 
affair. Lynch hasa scalp wound and bled 
profusely, but he is not seriously hurt. Dur- 
ing the riot about a dozen members of the 
Belknap Rifles and the Dallas artillery heard 


, of the difficulty and hurried to the scene, but 


they were too late to participate, though they 
were willing to do so. 

At 6 o’clock another row was narrowly 
averted. Some of the Cadets, with guns and 
fixed bayonets, being just about to clean out a 
gang of negroes, when the police interfered. 

The two negroes arrested are in the station 
house awaiting a hearing tomorrow. The 
three Cadets were held in $25 each for trial, 
but forfeited their bail and left tonight for 
home with their company and the Wioyd 
Rifles. This episode isthe only one to mar 
the serenity of the encampment. The south- 
ern companies have all gone home, the last 
to leave being the Belknap Rifles, who got 
away at 11 o’clock tonight. 

To Receive the Macon Boys. 

Macon, Ga. July 6.—[Special.]—The 
Southern Cadets and Floyd Rifles will reach 
Macon tomorrow night at five minutes past 11 
o’clock. The Macon populace will meet them 
at the depot with a brass band and fireworks, 
and they will be escorted by the home military 
to the Volunteers’ armory, where refreshments 
will be served, and John Temple Graves will 
make an address of welcome. 

The Southern Cadets have been in numerous 
unparalleled contests, and experienced their 
first defeat in Indianapolis through unforeseen 
and unexpected causes. The Cadets were un- 
able to complete the programme because the 
band played nine minutes over time, when the 
Cadets should have been drilling, and the 
Cadets were not allowed to make good this 


time. 

It is probable that a grand prize drill for the 
championship will take place at a near date 
between the Cadets and the victorous Branch 
Guards, of St. Louis. —

MOSES BROS,, THE WELL-KNOWN 
BANKERS OF MONTGOMEEY, 


FAIL FOR HALF A MILLION DOLLARS. 


Their Money Locked Up in Investments 
They Can’t Realize On—Several 
Thousand Depositors. 


Montacomery, Ala., July 6.—[Special.]— 
Moses Bros.’ bank suspended payment this 
morning, and all real estate, personal prop- 
erty, and bills of exchange have been in- 
cluded in the assignment to H. A. Sayer, 
R. B. Snodgrass and 8. M. Levine. They 
say their assets will amount to more than 
their liabilities. Neither figure can yet be 
approximately estimated. The failure is due 
to the stringency of money. Their liabili- 
ties are said to be about half a million dollars. 

The firm stands very nigh for integrity, and 
few believe that there is anything ugly about 
the suspension. Each individual has included 
his home, all real estate and personal property 
in the schedule of assignments. 

The failure was a blow to the people of this 
city, Nearly every laboring man, clerk and 
sewing woman in Montgomery, who was try- 
ing to ie money, had deposits in the sus- 
pended bank. Among the depositors are hun- 
dreds of negroes, who have deposits ranging 
from five or ten to fifteen hundred or two 
thousand dollars each. 

Scenes About the Bank. 

The negro depositors were surprisingly nu- 
merous in the crowds gathered about the closed 
doors of the suspended bank this morning, and 
were clamoring for their savings, declaring 
loudly that if they could just get their money 
they would not put it in another bank on 
earth. Among those who stood gazing wist- 
fully at the closed doors was a negro wash- 
woman. Within the walls of the 
splendid building was $200 of her earnings, 
which she had been yearsin accumulating, and 
tears coursed down her cheeks as she be- 
sought every white man she knew who 
passed for assistance in securing her money 
from the bank. A negro- man, a prosperous 
carpenter, gazed in emotion on the type-written 
notice on the door stating the fact of the sus- 
pension. He had saved up $1,900, which he 
deposited with Moses Bros. He was trying to 
save money enough to builda home. He had 


‘on Sawurday concluded a trade for 4 place and 


was down town this morning to get out the 
money to make the first payment. He was de- 
pressed, but had confidence in the integrity of 
the firm, and turned away from the door satis- 
fied that he would some time in the future get 
his money and secure his home. 

The Savings of Years Swept Away. 

A young white man, who is merchandizing 
on the Outskirts of the city, and whois not 
known as a man with any means, stood look- 
ing anxiously at the closed doors. He said 
that he had been in business ten years, and by 
the strictest economy he had saved $11,000, 
which he had on deposit in this bank. Hehbad 
been advised time and again by his friends to 
invest the money as he made it, but the advice 
was not taken, because he did not want the 


_world to know how much he was clearing in 
) itis business. ~—- : 


The firm paid depositors 6 per cent interest, 
and hundreds of widows had deposited their 
earnings there. One woman recently bereaved 
had collected $4,000 lifé insurance money 
within the past ten days, and putting with it 
$2,000 or $3,000 she had saved besides, she de- 
posited the entiresum with Moses Brothers. 
She was among the anxious crowd this morn- 
ing. 

In the street stood a poor old negro woman 
who runs a_ huckster stand in the 
city market, crying like a child. She 
held in her hand a passbook showing her de- 
posits. She said she had been saving up her 
money to keep her in her old age, and had ac- 
cumulated $700, which went in the crash. 

Another negro from an adjoining county 


had his deposit book, which showed a deposit of | 


$1,800. He showed his book to the commis- 
sion merchancs with whom he stored cotton, 
and was offered $1,200 for the book, but he de- 
clined to sell out, preferring to take his 
chances for the whole sum. 

Every letter carrier at this postoffice had a 
deposit with the bank ranging from $200 to 
$600. A German tailor who had $1,100 on de- 
posit was marching up and down in a beer 
garden, cursing the firm and acting as though 
he was on the verge of insanity. He said that 
the money represented his savings for ten 
years, and that the money has been placed there 
for safe keeping and that he was to receive no 
interest. 

One of the ludicrous incidents was a negro 
woman who ran up to the crowd and when 
she found for sure that the bank had failed, 
she threw herself down on a dry goods box and 
began to cry out, ‘Give me back my money, 
fo’ God, I had a dollar in that bank!’’ The 
shouting and yelling was kept up until a gen- 
tleman stepped up, handed the woman a dol- 
lar, and told her toshut up. She went on her 
Way rejoicing. 

Estimates of Liabilities. 

It is estimated that the amount due deposit- 
ors is between $350,000 and $500,000. An in- 
telligent and observant northern man, who is 
in the city, said: ‘“‘I am surprised at the 
quietness shown by the people who have de- 
posited in the bank. Ifa similar failure had 
taken place in the north with the same class of 
depositors, the crowd would have tried to tear 
the buiiding down.” 

The members of the firm have surrendered 
everything they possess, personal and real, 
without any claim for exemption or dower be- 
ing putin by the wives of the married mem- 
bers. 

Where the Money Is. 

The failure is a topic of gossip and wide 
spread consternation among our people. It 
has late tonight leaked out that some of the 
bankers here meta few nights ago offering 
their aid in a substantial manner, but the offer 
was not accepted, the amount being but about 
one hundred thousand dollars, while the lia 
bilities as estimated are near if not over half a 
million. It will take the trustees some time to 
ascertain with any degree of accuracy the true 
state of affairs, there being perhaps over three 
thousand depositors ranging in sums from two 
dollars io many thousands. The assets are so 
scattered tha tit is hard to ascertain their value, 
much of it in the present dull and 
lifeless market, especially in north Alabama 
where they hold immense amounts of lands, 
and cannot be estimated near correctly. The 
firm is interested very largely in Cullman and 
Sheffield real estate, which in due time may 
pan out well, while their large holdings in 


this city, some of which is very valuable, will | 


perhaps atan early day realize a handsome 


amount, since property in this city has all 
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believed they will later on, pay out and have a 
handsome surplus over. 

There are a large number of depositors who 
are working people. Some have largé amounts 
deposited who can afford to wait patiently, 
and may ultimately get paid in full; but there 
is a pressure on business, and that strain may 
likely precipitate a few other houses not so 
strong, who may have tosuccumb in conse- 
quence, perhaps soon. 


KILLED BY THE CYCLONE. 


A Terrible Storm at Baten Ruuge—Prison 
Buildings Blown Down—Convicts Killed. 
Baton Rovucsr, July 6.—A terrible cy- 

clone struck this city a little after 6 o’clock 
this morning, passing from southeast to north- 
west. It entered this city at Garig brick- 
yard, passed up thrdigh Catfishtown, and 
struck a hill just to the eastof John Johnson's 
residence. Its path continued in a northeast- 
erly direction, crossing North Boulevard a 
hundred yards to the east of the governor's 
mansion. Itthen went north, striking the 
penitentiary building and J. A. Dougherty’s 
residence on North street, and thence beyond 
the city. 

The cyclone was 300 yards wide, and rico- 
chetted along its course like a cannon ball, 
devastating as it went. In the city [no one 
was killed, though several, persons were seri- 
ously injured. 

CONVICTS KILLED. 

The state penitentiary was partially wrecked. 
Ten convicts are killed and thirty-five injured.

SOME NARROW ESCAPES. 

The convicts were at work in the jeans pants 
factory, in the third story of the north wing, 
when the storm struck the building and en- 
tirely demolished the second and third stories. 
There were othersin the hospital in the seoc- 
ond story, and itis a miracle that any escaped 
with their lives. John R. Hodus, one of the 
guards, was sitting in a third-story window 
opening to the south, when he was blown out 
into the yard along with bricks and other 
debris. He escaped uninjured. 

Ex-Judge T. J. Ford was in the commissary 
on the third. floor when the building col- 
lapsed. He says he g>tnear the wall and stood 
still, muttering a prayer as he felt that 
his hour had come. 

When the materials quit falling he saw an 
opening, and escaped on his hands and knees 
to the yard uninjured. He immediately went 
to work to save and to assist others less fortu- 
nate, 

In addition to the north wing, the cell build- 
ing was unroofed and partially destroyed. The 
women’s ward was also unroofed. It is im- 
possible to form an estimate of the damage to 
the buildings, as all pyoperty is more or less 
injured. 

DAMAGE IN THE CITY. 

In-the city fifty houses at least were un- 
roofed or destroyed. J. H. Young and mem- 
bers of his family were seriously injured by 


the. collapse. of their. house...on, St...Charles 4 


street. Mrs. Cotton, son and two daughters, 
living in a brick house, on Main street, were 
injured in the falling of the building. Mrs. 


“| Cotton received a dangerous biow on the back 


of her head, and also internal injuries, while 
one of the girls was cut on the limbs. Mrs. 
Cotton, it is thought, will recover. There were 
no others seriously hurt. 

There were forty prisoners at work in the 
pants factory at the time of the crash and of 
thas number six were killed and twenty-two 
wete wounded and horribly crushed. On the 
second story central floor was the hospital, 
where twenty-six prisoners lay undergoing 
medical treatment, of which number four 
were killed and fourteen seriously, if not fa- 
tally injured. 

THE WORK OF RESCUE. 

“The fire alarm was sounded and the entire 
fire department was summoned to the scene of 
the dreadful catastrophe and together with 
citizens and prison officials, aided by unin- 
jured prisoners worked vigorously for the res- 
cue of the unfortunate souls confined under 
the great heap of debris. 

Scenes of the greatest imaginable horror 
greeted the eye of those engaged in the rescu- 
ing work. The storm was attended by a 
most violent rain, in which the rescuers 
worked and toiled for several hours, or until 
both living and dead were extricated from the 
ruins. 

The total number of wounded is thirty-six, 
of whom six are expected to die at any 
moment, and the recovery of several others is 
extremely doubtful. The total damage to the 
penitentiary buildings is estimated at $30,000. 
Shade trees on many of the streets were up- 
rooted. 

A visit to the capitol and other state build- 
ings showed them to be unharmed by the 
winds, as was also the business portion of the 
town on Main and Ford streets unaffected by 
the mad storm. , 

LOSS IN CATFISH TOWN. 

The southern portion of the city, styled 
“Catfish Town,” suffered great less and 
damage to property. In this section of the 
city several persons were seriously hurt and 
bruised by flying timber from the falling 
houses and fences. The drugstore of B. A. 
Day was completely demolished with its con- 
tents, the loss amounting to $5,000. Several 
of the smal! grocery stores and stall shops in 
this vicinity were destroyed. The brickyard 
of Garig, Reddy & Co., was badly damaged, 
but the loss is covered by insurance, which is 
the only storm policy held by those damaged. 
The extent of the damage throughout the city 
by this storm cannot correctly be estimated at 
this time, but it can be said that it is the 
greacest loss Baton Rouge has ever sustained, 
either from cycloneor fire. 

» The cyclone did not makea straight sweep 
through the city, but would strike the ground 
and bound forward like a bouncing ball and 
pass over several houses at a time and, de- 
scending, again tear its way for hundreds of 
feet. The trunks of massive oaks were lopped 
off like pipe stems. Sosudden was the storm 
that a number of bread carts, express and 
other vehicles were caught and wrecked in the 
streets, and it departed as suddenly as it came. 
INCIDENTS OF THE STORM. 

A number of very narrow escapes are re- 
ported. J. Young’s house was raised. As it 
left the foundation and struck the ground a 
chimney fell on Mrs. Young, who had her baby 
in her arms. Neighbors rushed im and res- 
cued the family, none of whom received dan- 
gerous wounds.

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THE EMPEROR AT ETON. 


HE INSPECTS THE COLLEGIANS AND 


COMPLIMENTS THEM 


THEN WALKS THROUGH THE BUILDING, 


A Royal Marriage Celebrated at Which the 
Queen, the Emperor and Empress At- 
tend— Foreign News of Interest. 


Lonpon, July 6.—The emperor of Germany 
arose at an early hour this morning, and after 
a light breakfast, left Windsor castle on horse- 
hack, accompanied by the duke of Connaught 
and a brilliant staff, with the intention of 
visiting Eton, England’s most popular college 
school. After enjoying the nice, bracing ride, 
the emperor reached Eton’s parade ground, 
and there found a well-equipped, bright-look- 
ing body of collegians, about three bundred 
and fifty in number, drawn up in line for his 
inspection. 

As soon as the emperor arrived near the 
head of the line the young Eton Volunteers 
presented arms in a most soldierly manner, 
causing the emperor to smile with approval as 
the lads brought their rifles to present. 

The Eton school band struck up the national 


anthem, and crowds in the neighborhood — ~ 


cheered most heartily. 


After the last note of the anthem died away | 
on the morning air, the young amateur soldiers - 


were put through the manual of arms 
and other exercises. The youngsters 
then marched past the emperor, who 
Sat on horseback, surrounded by staff 
officers. The lads’ marching was worthy 
of high praise, and evidently greatly pleased 
the imperial guest of England. 

After the march passed the Eton Volunteers 


again formed in line, and, at a preconcerted = ~ 


signal, gave three ringing cheers for the empe- 
ror,in which greeting they were joined by 


everybody present, among whom were a crowd . 
of Etonians of the past and present. The em 


peror was evidently much pleased with this 
portion of his day’s enjoyment. ;

The testimony of Evans is that Mr. Kilgore 
was talking about crops and other matters and 
was entirely unsuspicious of harm. Just in 
front of what is known as the Trout place, 
there is a little hill, and as they started down 
it, Gilpin suddenly stepped from behind some 
bushes and raised a double-barreled gun. 

“Don’t do that, John,” said Mr. Kilgore, 
throwing up his right arm. 

Without speaking a word, Gilpin fired. The 
Joad struck Mr. Kilgore full in the right side, 
making a great hole, from which the blood 
poured. The report of the gun frightened the 
mule, which swerved aside and started to run. 
Evans, the negro, jumped from the wagon, 
and Mr. Kilgore did the same, starting across 
the fieldinastaggering run. Again Gilpin 
raised the gun and again fired, the load this 
time striking Kilgore’s arm and tearing it 
Dadly.

THE FIRST FIGHT 


Of the Athens Prohibition Campaign Oc~- 
curs After the Election. 

Atuxns, Ga., July 6.—[Special.|—The first 
fight stirred up during the prohibition canvass 
happened today on Broad street, and Messrs.

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KILLED HIS RIVAL, 


And in Turn Severely Wounded by the Pur- 
suing Officers. 

AuBany, Ga,, July 6.—([Special.j|—Elijah 
Williams, colored, was shot and almost in- 
stantly killed this morning early by Charles 
Randolph, another negro. The killing oc- 
curred on Mr. Jesse Mercer’s place, four miles 
east of the city. 

It seems that Williams and Randolph had 
recently become rivals for the smiles of a cer- 
tain black damsel, and the rivalry resulted in 
a deadly enmity. At an early hour this morn- 
ing Williams went to Mr. Mercer’s home for 
directions for the day’s work, when, while 
talking to that gentleman, Randolph, who 
lives on a neighboring plantation, called him 
out. 

Williams followed Randolph down a lane 
a short distance from the house when imme- 
diately three pistol shots were heard and then 
Williams ran off with cries and suddenly fell. 
When assistance reached him he was dead. 

Randolph then endeavored to escape but 
late in the day was pursued by a posse com- 
posed of a colored bailiff and his deputy. 

Randolph was found in a swamp and as soon 
as his pursuers came upon him he opened fire 
upon them with the same {pistol with which 
he had killed Williams. The fire was re- 
turned with the result that the murderer was 
badly wounded in the back and arm with buck- 
shot. He was then brought to this city and 
landed in jail where his wounds are receiving 
attention at the hands of the county physician. 

Ikandolph is regarded asa desperate negro 
and his shooting of Williams is nothing less 
than cold-blooded murder.

BIG FIRE IN GRIFFIN. 


An Incendiary Fire that Did a Great Deal 
of Damage. 

GrirFrFin, Ga., July 6.—[Special.]—Fire was 
discovered this morning about 1 o’clock in the 
ell of the old Georgia hotel. The building 
was old, and being dry burned like tinder, so 
rapidly in fact that before the firemen reached 
the scene the flames were entirely beyond all 
control. Realizing this their attention was 
given to the adjoining buildings, but with 
little effect until three other bui'dings were 
burned in addition to the old hotel. 

The buildings were occupied by the 
Osborn & Walcott Manufacturing Company 
for seating and storing chairs. The buildings 
were all full, there being 30,000 chairs stored 
in the house for shipment. The lossin chairs 
will amount to $15,000, in addition to the build- 
ing which was practically valueless. 

There was no insurance on either the stock 
or building, hence the loss is total. 

The fire was of incendiary origin fevidently, 
as the police say they were called a consider- 
able distance from their beats by the loud and 
long sounding of a police gong and on. their 
return found the duilding in tlames. 

The chair factory employed over 
@ hundred hands who are _ today 
out of employment, but from Mr. W. B. Wal- 
cott THE -CONSTITUTION learns that they will 
be in good shape in a few days, filling orders 
as though no fire had occurred.

There Will Be an Interesting Report from the 
School Conmnissioner—The Governor’s 
: Message—An Old Grant. 


At thecapitol yesterday the heads of the 
various departments were busy preparing their 
reports for the general assembly. 

The governor was hard at work on his 
message, and.at 3 o’clock a portion{of it was in 
the hands of the printer. 

The Betterments. 

On the finding of the Western and Atlantic 
commission Governor Northen thus expressed 
his approval of the decision: 

* EXECUTIVE OFFIcz, July 4, 1891.—Having care- 
fully examined the foregoing decision, and be- 
lieving it to be asa whole a satisfactory settle- 
ment of the matters involved, it is hereby ap- 
proved, W. J. NORTHEN, Governor. 

Had the governor disapproved the finding of 
the commission it would have been necessary 
to notify the leasers and the commissioners. 
As it is the exeoutive approval is an end to 
the betterment question. 

Mr. Bradwell Back. 

State School Commissioner Bradwell has 
just returned from a tour through Bryan, 
Bullock and Screven counties, where he has 
delivered addresses in behalf of the educa- 
tional interest of the state. 

He reports the people manifesting an active 
interest in the work of the public schools, and 
demonstrating their interest by coming out in 
large numbers to hear what he had to say on 
that subject. The commissioner is now 
busy preparing the report required 
of him by a joint resolution 
passed at the last session of the general as- 
sembly. By that resolution the combination 
schoo! book publishing houses was condemned, 
and it is sought to inaugurate a plan by which 
books can be supplied at greatly reduced 
figures. 

The commissioner also investigated the 
feasibility of the state publishing its own school 
books, and is to furnish the legislature with 
such information as will assist in solving the 
question. 

Captain Bradwell, for the purpose of pre- 
paring his report, has before him statistics from 
every county as to the number, kind and value 
of the books used, and, in addition, the school 
Jaws and opinions of the school authorities of 
every state in the union, and of Quebec and 
Ontario. 

The report will also contain estimates of the 
cost of publication, and will be of much value 
for general information and assistance to the 
legislature in arriving at a proper conclusion. 

The Muscogee Crop. 

Colonel Nesbitt, of the department of agri- 
culture, is back from Muscogee county, 

Of the crop condition of that section he says 
that cotton is fine and would promise a large 
yield were it not for the fact that the spring 
was unfavorable to securing a good stand. 
Corn, he thinks, will be badly damaged unless 
there is rain within the next ten days. 

The Convicts. 

The governor is manifesting much interest 
in the welfare of the convicts, and is exer- 
cising a close supervision over those in charge. 
Yesterday A. J. Ivey, whipping boss of the 
Chattahoochee Brick Company’s camp, in 
Walker county, was suspended for administer- 
ing undue and unauthorized punishment upon 
aconvict. The convict was a negro. 

An Old Grant. 

The secretary of state has received an ap- 
plication for a copy of the grant by his majesty 
George II to Mrs. Mary§{Bosomworth, of St. 
Catherine’s island. 

The grant of St. Catherine’s island to Mrs. 
Bosomworth was made on the application of 
her husband, Rev. Thomas Bosomworth, for 
supposed services rendered the crown. Mrs, 
Bosomworth was an Indian princess of the 
Creek nation, who at an early age was edu- 
cated and instructed in cso of the 
Christian religion. She was m three times, 
allof her husbands being white setthxrs. Among 
her people she bad great influence,and through 
the intrumentality of her husband caused the 
colonists much trouble.

the people-of Texas are dissatisfied with 
their néw alien land law. 
_ _. Wiis said that farmers and others in Texas 
“ have borrrowed about forty-five million 
dollars from foreigners, secured by mortgages 
onland. Under this law the foreigners or 
their agents cannot take possession of the 
jJand under their motgages when the bor- 
rowers make default. Naturally this state of 
affairs has induced foreign money lenders to 
call in their capital and refuse to let any 
more go out. 

The people of Texas are coming to the 
conclusion that their statute forbidding the 
alien ownership of lands is rather too ex- 
treme, and should be modified or repealed. 
Business men in Dallas and other cities have 
already held meetings, and it is likely - that 
an attempt will be made at the extra session 
of the legislature to repeal the law. 

The Texas experiment and its outcome 
will be watched with interest everywhere. 
Undoubtedly, the alien ownership of land, 
when the title isin the hands of absentee 
landlords, is an evil under certain circum- 
stances, but in guarding against it care 
should be taken not to make the law forbid- 
dingit too sweeping. There should be no 
confiscation and no steps taken to work in- 
justice to aliens who have loaned or invested 
their money in good faith. There will doubt- 
less be some legisfation on this line-in several 
states in the near future, and it is-in order 
to study the situation in Texas before taking 
any decisive steps forward or backward. 


Is It Progress? 

A writerin The Boston Transcript re- 
views at length the condition of the laboring 
classes ina New England manufacturing 
town fifty years ago, and colupares the status 
of those days with existing conditions. 

Half a century ago the factory operatives 
worked hard, and their hours were long. 
They were not as well fed or as well housed 
asat present. But their moral and intel- 
lectual tone was higher than it isnow, a fact 
which The Transcript writer claims was due 
to the large native American element. 

In the early forties hard work was the rule 
in every occupation, and the mill hands 
were no worse off than the toilers in other 
lines of industry. People had an idea that 
they had to live within their incomes and 
save a little money, and they did not attempt 
to rival their more prosperous neighbors in 
their fashions of living. From a superficial 
point of view it would appear that the op- 
eratives of today are better paid and more 
comfortably situated than their fathers 
were. They receive more money but they 
spend more. Then, in the town selected as 
an example the records show that fifty years 
ago one lunatic and twenty-six paupers were 
supported at public expense, while fifty per- 
sons received occasional aid at their homes, 
all at a cost of $2,079.49. In 1890 the in- 
wane had increased to 125 and the paupers 
to 1,140, costing the public about 
one hundred thousand dollars a year 
for their support. In fifty years the 
_. population of the town has increased to eleven 
_ times its number in 1840, while it has 125 as 
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tion, and is a very unsatisfactory exhibit. 

In the old days the workers frequently 
left the mills to start small enterprises and 
industries of their own and were successful. 
Now, such independenceis impossible. The 
employes are subject to their own labor or- 
ganizations, and have no independence. The 
employes are leagued together in gigantic 
trusts and combines, Monopoly controls, 
and there is no chance for the workingman 
to become a small manufacturer. 

It is true that the laborer now enjoys bet- 
ter educational advantages, and his house, 
if he is a steady wage-earner, is more com- 
fortable than it. was formerly, and many 
comforts and luxuriesare within his reach 
that he could not have enjoyed half a cen- 
tury ago, but when all has been said that 
can be said, the question comes up in a gen- 
eral way, embracing the moral, intellectual 
and social life, as to whether all this is gen- 
uine progress, And it isa hard question to 
answer.

Hill, Tilden and Silver. 
The Albany Argus, in a recent issue, 


printed the following extract and comment: 


“Does David Bennctt Hill believe in free silver?” 
asks the Augusta Chronicle. if Editor Walsh will 
refer to Governor Hill’s Brook! speech, de- 
livered during the campaign last fall, he will find 
there a declaration in tavor of the free coinage of 
silver.—Atlanta Constitution. 


Neither Editor Walsh nor Editor Howell will 
find one word ina Brooklyn speech, or a speech 
anywhere else, delivered by the Hon. David B. 
Hill in tavor of the free coinage of silver. 

From the days of Samuel J. Tilden the democ- 
racy of New York state have been the bulwark of 
sound currency and sound economic doctrine and 
practice. That has been one great source of their 
hold upon the confidence of the greatest com- 
mercial stateinthe union. That is one of the 
reasons why the voice of New York state is potent 
in the national conventions of the democratic 
party, and must continue to be so. Governor Hill, 
we assert, never has abandoned the teachings of 
Tilden in financial matters, and we venture the 
further assertion that he will net abandon them 
when he takes his placein the fifty-second con- 
gress as a senator from the state of New York. 

The Argus flatters itself that it is quite as 
familiar with the public utterances and beliefs of 
the governor of this state as Tue ATLANTA CON- 
STITUTION possibly can be. THE CONSTITUTION 
has probably been imposed upon by some spuri- 
ous speech or quotation, or by some third or 
fourth-hand rumor. 

It may be conceded that The Argus is as 
well acquainted with the record of Governor 
Hill as is THE CONSTITUTION, but our 
Albany contemporary is woll aware that 
there is a species of blindness not at all de- 
pendent upon inability to see. 

Governor Hill made a political speech at 
the dedication of a Jeffersonian building in 
Brooklyn on the 80th day of last September. 
He criticised at length the financial policy 
of the republicans, and especially the silver 
bullion act of July, 1890. He said of the 
latter: 

Insiead of executing the granted power to coin 
the people’s gold and silver into money instead of 
affecting its circulation by gold and silvér certifi- 
cates strictly representative of coin, dollar for 
dollar, this republican congress has now managed 
without the excuse of waror the pretense of 
necessity, to add another newfangled legal tender 
to that promissory debt currency which the 
United States supreme court, before it was 
packed to reverse its own decision, rightly judged 
illegal. 

. 2 * a7 * . ” 

The recent legislation in congress is merely a 
temporary expedient. It will give permanent 
satisfaction nowhere. It puts a heavier strain 
upon our resources than free bimetallic coinage 
without foreign co-operation would do and ob4 
structs our progress toward that end, which we 
all desire to reach—the free coinage of silver 
under a proper international ratio. In order to 
giver internationality to our ratio, sixteen, it 
would be’necessary to oDtain beforehand the con- 


. cordant votes of all the states of the European 


continent and the simultaneous recoinage of the 
old gold francs, the gold marks, the gold florins, 
the gold roubles, while the single vote of congress 
in favorof the general European ratio, fifteen 
and one-half, and the recoinage of a single piece, 
namely, our silver dollar, should be sufficient for 
realizing everywhere an identical bimetallic ratio. 

* * © In one actarepublican congress has 
thus usurped a more than doubtful power, which, 
if lawful, it is worse than unwisely used; has re- 
pulsed a popular demand for restoration of our 
monetary unit, which till 1874 was bimetallic with 
free coinage alike to silver and to gold. 

The meaning of these utterances is that 
Governor Hill is in favor of acceding to the 
popular demand for the restoration of the 
bimetallic mint, and desirous that congress 
shall execute the power granted to it in the 
constitution of the United States to coin the 


people’s gold and silver into money. More 


than this, he believes that the ratio should 
be 154 to 1, as it is in Europe, instead of 16 
to 1, as it has been with us since 1837. In 
other words, he would have a standard 
silver dollar of 200 instead of 212} grains—a 
dollar lighter by 12} grains than the present 
standard dollar. 

. This is exactly in line with the views of 
Manton Marble, expressed in two interviews 
with The New York World’s Paris cor- 
respondent in June, 1890, when the present 
silver bullion act was pending in congress. 
Said Mr. Marble as to the ratio of 154 to 1: 

That ratio retains the present gold dollar and 
requires the silver dollar of 400 grains. These are 
its prominent advantages: 

1. It would secure for American holders of 
silver coin or certificates 3 per cent profit upon 
$368,000,000 to be recalled and coined in new 
dollars. 

2. Recoinage either of silver in the United 
States or of gold in Europe, being the only posei- 
ble way to arrive together upon a common ratio 
of free bimetallic coinage, we who take its risks 
should keep, and not cast away to foreign holders 
of gold coin, the profit incidental to recoinage. 

3. Without a conference or treaty, and with 
merely an international coincidence of ratio thus 
fixed, the powerful and immediate co-operation 
of the great French mint would be invited and 
every appropriate inducement of self-interest 
offered a sister republic. 

4. With the ultimate co-operation of France 
that of every other foreign bimetallic coinage 
power would thereby be assured. 

In another interview with Mr. Marble the 
same month, the following colloquy ended 
the conservation: 

What would be the best money in the world? 

A. Geld coin and silver coin equivalent by law 
(with open mints) at the weight ratio of 1 to 15%, 
full iegal tender to any amount, and representa- 
tive paper certificates such as are now provided 
by law. 

2. One more question, Mr. Marble. What is the 
politics of the silver question? 

A. Democrats at state and congressional con- 
ventions can raise the banner of free coinage and 
carry it to victory. 

If Governor Hill’s speech and Mr. Marble’s 
interviews are compared it is readily seen 
that they run along together pari passu, and 
that both favor the same monetary legisla- 
tion—the free coinage of silver under the 
international ratio of 154 to 1, and so must 
be, in the opinion of the gold monometallists, 
worse repudiators than the average @ee 
coinage advocates, by exactly 12} grains of 
standard silver to the dollar, 

Now, as to Mr. Tilden, to whose financial 
teachings The Argus refers without explain- 
ing what they were. This great man and 
representative democrat was nominated for 
governor of New York by the democratic 
state convention which met at Syracuse 
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3. Honest payment of the public debt in coin;

Is there anything in these assertions con- 
sistent with the single gold standard? Is 
there any declaration which rung, on all 
fours with ex-Secretary Fairchild’s insistance 
that a silver dollar is redeemable in a gold 
dollar and the money of ultimate payment 
is gold only? ‘‘From the days of Samuel J. 
Tilden,”’ says The Argus, ‘‘the democracy of 
New York state have been the bulwark of 
sound currency.” Here is the bulwark, full 
legal tender gold and silver, and currency 
convertible into gold and silver; no dis- 
crimination between them, but both alike a 
legal tender in which debts are paid and all 
other money redeemed. At the time of the 
meeting of this convention, silver was de- 
monetized, but the New York democrats, in 
common with nearly all the people of the 
country, were in absolute ignorance of it. 
The contest was between an irredeemable 
paper currency on the one hand and the 
money of the constitution on the other. The 
New York demoerats, under the lead of 
Samuel J. Tilden, planted themselves upon 
a gold and silver platform and said: ‘‘Gold 
and silver are legal tender, and all paper 
money must be redeemable in gold and 
silver.’’ 

But The Argus refuses tostand upon the

Mr. Tilden is dead, and, so far as we are 
informed, he left no power of attorney with 
The Albany Argus to change the language of 
that concise declaration of principles upon 
which he won his famous victory over 
Governor Dix. THE CONSTITUTION is con- 
tent to believe that when he and the New 
York democracy said that gold and silver 
were the only legal tender, they meant that 
silver was as much a legal tender as gold, 
and gold no more a legal tender than silver, 
and that when they insisted that honest pay- 
ment of the public debt must bein coin, they 
intended silver coin as well as gold coin. 

That The Argus has repudiated Mr. 
Tilden’s gold and silver platform is very 
evident, but we are satisfied that Governor 
Hill has not abandoned it, and that it is 
his firm determination to adhere strictly 
to it. :

Coal Rates to Augusta. 

The Augusta Chronicle says: 

THE CONSTITUTION is as mad as a hornet with 
the Richmond and Danville railroad because of 
the increase in the coal rate from the mines to 
Atlanta of 10 centsa ton, making the charge $1.25 
in place of $1.15 before the increased rate went 
into effect in March. 

The increase in coal rates to Augusta is from 
$2.64 to $3.05, an increase of 41 cents a ton. If 
Atlanta has reason jto be mad one time, then 
Aucusta has reason to be mad four times. 

In view of the increased coal rates, THE Con- 
STITUTION wants to get even with the trunk lines 
in Georgia by asking the railroad commission to 
reduce the passenger rate from 3 to 2 cents a 
mile. 

We do not believe the railroads can live at 2 
cents a mile for passengers, but we protest against 
the discrimination that raises the coal rates to 


Augusta 41 cents a ton while the rate to Atlanta is 


only increased 10 cents. 

We confess our inability to see the equity of the 
increase of the coal rates to Augusta, as compared 
with Atlanta. If the rates have to be increased, 
the charge to Augusta should be in proportion to 
Atlanta, distance considered.

Officials Who Qualify Before the 
Mayor Today. 


A new deal begins in the city hall today. 

The officers who were re-elected yesterday, 
as well as those who succeed some retired 
official, must appear before the mayor and 
qualify. } 

It is not absolutely necessary that the qualifi- 
cation should take place today. 

But every officer is expected to come forward 
and assume the duties at the earliest possible 
minute. 

In qualifying, nearly every officer will be re- 
quired to givea bond, the amount of which 
has been prescribed by the council, and then 
take an oath, made by the body, from which 
they derive their power. 

CLERK WOODWARD. 

Clerk Woodward has a bond on file now in 
the mayor’s office, but he will be required to 
make a new one as soon as possible. His 


bend is for $20,000, and the charter says that | 


before he enters on the duties of his office he 
must take the usual oath, give bond with two 
or more good and sufficient securities. He is 
required to attend all meetings of the general 
council, and to keep a fair and correct record 
of the proceedings. By the same law he is re- 
quired to pay all moneys received by him to 
the city treasurer once a week. The charter 
says that he shall issue all licenses, 
ail orders, summonses, notices or 
other instruments which may be required of 
him by the mayor and general council. 

Fiis salaries are made up of fees, a regular 
schedule of which has been fixed by the gen- 
eral council. 

MARSHAL LOYD.

It’s a great deal harder to get a package of 
cigarettes now than it was before the first of 
Jaly. ‘ 

Before that time a purchaser could drop 
into almost any store and purchase a pack. 

Now, unless heisin a certain part of the 
city he has to walk there before he can geta 
bundle of these little articles that have re- 
ceived so much attention of late. 

Beginning with the first of July it cost just 
$200 a year to sell cigarettes. Before that 
time there were probably as many as 1,500 
firms in the city dealing in them. 

Now there are only ten. 

Up to the first of July every store dealing in 
tobacco at all handied cigarettes. Wherever 
you happened to be you would not have to 
take much of a walk to get a package. Now, 
it’s considerably harder. If you do not hap- 
pen to be near one of the ten places which 
took out licenses, you have to go there. 

Some of the dealers who took out licenses 
have gone up on the price, are now selling 
Duke cigarettes, which fo | 
cents a package, at 10 cents. @ 
the old* price, although the “@igarettes cost 
them more thaw formerly. To make this 


amount means the sale of over ten thousand } 


packages of cigarettes, as not as m uch as two 
cents is made on each pack. 

The old places, those which formerly sold 
cigarettes, are besieged daily by those who do 
not know of the change. The invariable 
answer is that the license has gone up and 
they can’t afford to sell them. 

“Give mea pack of cigarettes, Quit ne 
‘em? Well, I'll declare; this is the hundret 
place I’ve asked.. Dont anybody sell them?” 
are exclamations heard daily. 

This limits the sale of ci ttes in Atlanta 
to a considerable extent, and the wagers of the 
hot war against the article feel some better. 
But they are not satisfied yet, and say they are 
going to have the sale stopped altogether.

H. Jackson, 
the negro janitor. 

HOW IT WAS DONE. 

It was nearly 9 o'clock last night when the 
counci] wound up routine business and got 
down to the election. 

But it didn’t take long to cast the ballots 
when once the wheel was set turning. 

Mayor Hemphill, who had occupied a seat 
on the floor during the meeting took the chair, 
when the election of officers was called. 

As stated, it was simply a matter of legal 
form—the election was settled at Friday 
night’s caucus. 

There was not a single “nay’’ to vary the 
monotony of the roll call. 

Every ballot was unanimous, except in Dr. 
Martin’s election, Coloncl Hulsey and Mr. 
Hendrix being excused from voting. 

Captain Hendrix nominated Mr. Park 
Woodward for another two years as city clerk, 

Alderman Woodward did the act for Captain 
Jim Loyd, who has been so efficient as mar- 
shal. 

A balf dozen voices presented Mr. Andy 
Calhoun’s name, but above them all Alderman 
Woodward was heard. 

Alderman Middlebrooks had the privilege of 
introducing Charlie Maddox, who is to be tax 
collector for at least two years, and Council- 
man Arnold Broyles did the same for Assessors 
Meador and Malone. 

Treasurer Wall had a triple nomination, and 
Alderman Shropshire was first heard to pro- 

Mounce Engineer Clayton’s name. 

Councilman Turner nominated Colonel 
Goodwin, and Captain Hendrix remarked that 
he was just in the act of doing the same, but 
‘Was not quite quick enough. 

Everybody wanted to stand for Cap Joyner, 
but Councilman McBride, who had been sav- 
ing himself for the occasion, was on deck first. 

Just at the call for nominations for recorder, 
@ communication from Judge Kontz. was 
handed to the clerk. It was a brief but inter- 
esting resume of his administration, and 
as such was received by the council. 

As to Salaries, 

Councilman Broyles introduced an ordi- 
mance which created a little breeze. 

It was raising the salaries of. messenger to 
$100, and the clerk in the assessor’s office to 
$85 per month, and fixing the janitor’s pay at 
$50 per month. | 
->€ouncilman Hendrix was upon his feet in a 
moment. He was opposed to a raise of salartes 
to the lags degree, because the nominees for 
offices. to be. filled were cognizant of what 
salaries they were to receive before they be- 
came candidates. They were satisfied with 
the positions at the original salaries, and he 
did not see the propriety in an advance. 

Councilman Broyles supported his ordi- 

nance, Because, he said, the men were worth 
every dollar of the proposed increase, and 
Councilman Holbrook came to his assistance 
in the same tone. | 
« Councilman Turner remarked facetiously 
that there might be danger of bankrupting 
the city by increasing the salary lists $420 per 
year, and Alderman Woodward believed in 
paying men for two things—for what they 
-knew and for whatthey did. In this instance 
he wanted to see them paid for what they did 
at least, and despite a second volley from 
Councilman Hendrix, the ordinance was 
adopted. 

“I hope you gentlemen will all stay in the 
procession until I have my innings,’’ remarked 
Councilman Murphey, as he presented a reso- 
lution increasing the pay of the city physicians 
from $33.33 1-3 per month to $50. 

There was anaudible air of ‘What are we 
here for, any way?’ but the doctor proceeded 
to explain. , 

“Columbus,” said he, “‘pays her physicians 
$200 more than we do. Macon pays $300, and 
Augusta $150. Can any one see any justice in 

this ?’’ 

“‘They’ve got more sickness there than we 
have,”’ remarked a member in the neighbor- 
hood of the first ward. 

“Right now,’ exclaimed Alderman Rice 
somewhat warmly, “I want to say that this 
council has made for itself the finest record on 
the face of the earth of raising salaries. I’ve 
been waiting patiently to see where the stop 
would be, butit will never come it seems. 
The people are getting tired of this salary rais- 
ing business, and I want to warn you of it.” 

Dr. Murphey remarked that Alderman Rice

New Electric Light Contract. 

The electric committee made an important 
report. 

t wasin the nature of apreliminary con- 
tract with the Georgia Electric Light Com- 
pany, providing for the city’s light supply for 
a period of three years. 

A great deal of discussion followed the pre- 
sentment of the report. 

Alderman Reinhardt occupiéd the chair 
while Mayor Pro Tem. Middlebrooks made the 
report. 

The proposition of the electric light com- 
pany was to enter into a contract for three 
years, dating from July 1,1891, which should 
take the place of the present unexpired agree- 
ment. 

The terms of the new contract are that the 
electric light company is to furnish arc lights 
at $100 per year each, and incandescents at $40, 
the are lights to be of two thousand candle 

wer, Thompson-Houston standard, and the 
incandescent forty-candlé power. 

Under the present contract, the city pays 
$120 each for arc lightsand $48 for incandes- 
cents, but the reduction is agreed to, pro- 
vided the city shall use as a minimum number 
250 arc and 500 incandescent lights. 

As originally presented the report provided 
for lights of nominal 2,000-candle power. 

The word nominal is what provoked the dis- 
cussion. 

Councilman Hendrix began it by raising an 
objection, because he said nominal was calcu- 
lated to serve as ascapegoat toevery imperfec- 
tion in the system; that if the city paid for 
2,000-candle power, thatis what she should 
receive. 

Mr. Middlebrooks asked that Judge Palmer, 
who was present, representing the Georgia 
Electric Light Company, be heard from. Judge 
Palmer argued at length for the retention of 
the word ‘nominal,’ claiming that exactness 
could not be attained. 

Alderman Woodward sided with Judge 
Palmer, and Colone! Hulsey was satisfied, if 
the lights provided for in the new contract 
were similar to those now used in the city, 
which gudge Palmer gave his assurance was 
the ex&ét provision. 

Councilman King said he had heard it re- 
marked that the electric light company hada 
soft snap with the city, and he wanted every- 
thing tocome up to the full measure. He re- 
ferred to Mayor Hemphill’s recommendation 
about the city owning her own plant, and said 
we had never measured the lights and did not 
now know just what we were getting. ~* 

Alderman Woodward did not see how the 
company could make any money out of its 
proposed contract. 

Captain Hendrix insisted unless the com- 


“pany agreed to give 2,000-candle power with- 


out qualification that the city would advertise 
for some one that would, 

The report of the committee, recommendin 
the contract, was tinally adopted with the eed 
“nominal” stricken outand ‘‘standard 2,000- 
candle Thompson-Houston lights, as now used 
in Atlanta” instead, the vote being 6 to 5in its 
favor. 

The report was referred back tothe electric 
light committee, with the city attornef to per- 
fect the details of the new contract. 

Street Railways. 

; Chairman Middlebrooks, of the electric 
light committee, presented an adverse report 
on the petition ofthe West End and West- 
view Street Railway Company, asking for the 
privilege of constructing an_ electric 
lines on Alabama street from Broad 
to Forsyth, Forsyth to Mitchell. 
Mitchell to Thompson, Thompson to Nelson, 
Nelson to Chapel, Chapel to alley beyond 
Leonard, alley to Peters and Peters to the 
city limits, condemning the lines of the At- 
lanta, West End and McPherson Barracks 
Company on Alabama and Forsyth streets and 
of the West End and Atlanta Street Rallway 
Company on Mitchell, Thompson and Nelson 
streets. 

Also to construct a line beginning at Chapel 
on Tatnall, running thence to West Hunter 
and on West Hunter to the city limits. 

The adverse report of the committee was 
adopted. 

Sixty days’ extension of time was granted 
Mr. H. L. Woodward’s company on the Grant 
park branch of the Atianta, West End and 
McPherson barracks line. 

The Consolidated Company. 

The petitions of Judge Palmer of the consol- 
idated company were reported favorably in the 
following particulars:

Tinware of Every Description Manufac- 
tured—A Few Points of Interest 
About It. 


Atlanta’s greatest need is manufacturing 
enterprises of every description. She wants 
factories that make everything from tooth- 
picks to the largest engines. 

They are coming. 

Two or three years ago, Mr. Charles 
A. Conklin, of Baltimore, came 
to Atlanta and began the manufacture of 
tinware ina modest way. After carefully 
studying the question, and after having suc- 
cessfully operated his small pliant, he decided 
to erect one of the Jargest factoriesin the coun- 
try for the manufacture of tinware in all forms. 


His large factory on Marietta street is the out- 
come. 


Mr. Conklin is one of the best and most 
pleasant business men in Georgia, and has 


made an enviable reputation throughout the 
south. 
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This illustration is from a photograph of 
the new building of the Charles A. Conklin 
Manufacturing Company, 220, 222 and 224 
Marietta street, Atlanta, to which they have 
recently moved their wholesale business and 
manufacturing plant. The building extends 
sixty feet on Marietta street and runs back 175 
feet to the rightof way ofthe Western and 
Atlantic railroad, extending along same about 
sixty-five feet, affording facilities for loading 
and unloading cars—the platform in the rear 
of the building being on a level with the floor 
of a car, and also on a level with the first floor 
and with Marietta street, so that the handling 
of the heavy material dealt in is facilitated to 
the utmost extent. The building is four stories 
in height, affording altogether a floor surface 
of over 40,000 square feet. 

The first floor is used principally for storage 
of tinplate, sheetiron, copper, zinc, wire and 
tinners’ supplies generally. In the front there 
is, on one side, the main office, twenty-five 
feet square, fitted up in a very handsome man- 
ner, also a private oftice and other rooms; on 
the opposite side is a sample room, 20x30 feet, 


bins, where manufactured tinware is put pre- 
vious to boxing, the packing being done on 
this floor, and a large portion of reserve stock 
of house furnishing goods is kept there. The 
third floor is used principally for manufactar- 
ing special sheet metal work for which exten- 
sive preparations have been made; they 
can undertake the manufacture of special 
work of this kind to almost any extent, either 
of tin plate, copper or sheet iron, as heavy as 
number 16 gauge. There is also a room 
on this floor for painting and decorating, and 
& portion of this floor is used for storage of 
surplus prodact. ; 

On the fourth floor is one of the. most com- 
plete factories for the manufacture 
of tinware to be found in the 
United States, everything being new and of 
the latest and most approved design. This de- 
partment gives employment to about one hun- 
dred people, and the product of their labor is 
sold from Virginia to Texas. There is no fac- 
tory of this kind south of Baltimore equipped 
as thisis, orthat produces thesame amount of 
goods, or that makes ware equal in quality to 
that produced here. 

This business was established not quite three 
years ago by Mr. Charles A. Conklin, who is 
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the sole owner. The name, although signi- 
fying a corporation, is merely nominal. The 
importation of tin plate from South Wales to 
Atlanta was something unheard of until he 
came here, nor was. the manufacture of tin- 
ware carried on to any considerable extent. 
Mr. Conklin informs us that he has re- 
ceived during the past few weeks an un- 
usual quantity of tin plate, two shipments 
alone consisting of thirteen and twelve car- 
loads respectively, and that he has now in his 


_warehouse almost one hundred thousand dol- 


lars’ worth of this article alene. This is an 
unusual stock, but on account of the increase 
in the duty underthe McKinley bill, taking 
effect July 1st,importers have been forced to 
buy in excess of theirimmediate requirements. 

It is the intention of Mr. Conklin to abandon 
the retail department on Whitehall street en- 
tirely when his lease expires, which is very 
soon. Heis now selling goods at reduced 
prices with a view to closing out; after which 
the business will be confined strictly to the 
wholesale trade.

THE NEW YORK STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, July 6.—Stock opened a new week 
with little more animation but it was confined almost 
entirely to a half dozen stocks which have of late taken 
the ieac in dealings and no widening of the market 
was to be detected. The tone was in the main strong, 
despite the fact that there was a presumption ofan out- 
go of gold, and while the latter failed to bring about 
@ reaction in the market, it certainly checked the most 
promising upward movement among the leading 
shares. Considerable new buying was to be noticed in 
different portions of the list, and the bulls evidently 
had the courage of their convictions,which soon became 
apparent in the material upward movement, covering 
the entire list, which occurred before noon. An early 
advance in Chicago gas was not responded to by other 
industrials, and those shares for the time being were 
quite neglected while maintaining a firm front. In- 
terest in the market now centers in western shares 
and those stocks attracted all the attention, giving 
tone to the whole market by their strength and ac- 
tivity, the rest of the market being quite neglected 
throughout.

THE cmicaeo MARKET. 
Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 

CHICAGO, July 6.—The Chicago board of trade 
opened at the usua! hour this morning after having 
been closed since last Thursday afternoon. Wheat 
started in over a cent lower, and for a time indications 
all pointed to a weak market. Trading for the first 
balf hour was without special feature, showing a dis- 
position to await developments. Then a refiex of the 
strength in corn began to make itself felt in the wheat 

it, and a little more life was infused into the dealings. 
Offerings were light, and the market went up easily. 
The advance brought out considerable wheat, on which 
there was some reaction. Late cables reported s 
steadier feeling in Livetpool. July started at 914@ 
92\4c, receded some, then advanced to 93c, weakened to 
925%c, rallied to %%c, slumped to 91'¢c and closed at 
91}gc. December followed the same general course. 
The cause for the break was not apparent. 

Corn seemed weak at the opening, and prices did sell 
off some. Fora time business was dull, and scalpers 
began to look for abreak. Receipts were generous, 
but shipments were found to be larger. This seemed 
to check the ardor of sellers, and as soon as this was 
discovered the shorts grew nervous and wanted to 
cover, competition became brisk and prices quickly 
advanced. Crop accounts were not considered favora- 
ble as far as corn is concerned. Receipts are falling 
below expectations, and shipments continue very lib- 
eral. The market became very excited aiter the noon 
hour and sold higher. The cash demand was sharp, 
everything offered was taken quickly and the shorts 
for all futures showedincreasingalarm. The advance, 
however, did not tempt holders to part with their grain 
to any considerable extent.. Prices, however, eased off 
decidedly toward the close in sympathy with wheat. 
July opened at 66'4@56%c, and with some minor reac- 
tious sold up to 59c, broke near the close and closed 
at 67 5¢c. 

Oats were not inclined to follow corn in its advance, 
owing to the phenomenally heavy crop promised, but 
the market finally came around to the influence of the 
other cereals and advanced. July had a larger appre- 
ciation because of purchases by shorts. 

Provisions were firmer owing to the small receipts of 
hogs, higher prices at the yards and sympathy with 
the advance in corn. The opening was at about Thurs- 
day’s closing prices, and the tendency was upward till 
the break in corn near the close, when a partial reac- 
tion resulted.

CHICAGO, July 6.—Wheat opened from 1 to 2 cents 
lower than last Thursday’s close, there being few 
orders on the market and the local crawd inclined to 
watch and see what somebody els® was going to do. 
Clearances of wheat and wheat fiour amounting to 
over three hundred thousand bushels from New York 
alone, and cables being rather firmer caused the local 
shorts who had not protected their contracts last week 
to be somewhat uneasy and the market looked ap- 
parently quite strong during the greater part of the 
session, but during the latter part the report of liberal 
farmers’ deliveries of new wheat and the threshing 
progressing favorably brought selling orders from the 
winter wheat belt causing asharp decline of about 2 
cents per bushel, and closing at about the lowest point 
of the day. 

The trade in corn attracted the greater part of the 
interest during the entire session—July and September 
advancing over 2 cents per bushel from Thursday’s 
close. 

We think some heavy shorts provided for their con- 
tracts and the chances are that the highest prices have 
been reached for the near future. The premium paid 
for cash corn will undoubtedly bring out better re- 
ceipts. The demand for cash oats was very good. 
Carlots, although liberal, were all absorbed at a higher 
range than the close last week. There were some 
fairly good orders to buy July which was rather diffi- 
cult to execute on accountfof very light trading in that 
month—at between 36 and 37 cents the offerings were 
more liberal and’ there was quite a heaving trading 
at about 36'5 cents. Itwasasortofevening up deal, 
holders selling out and shorts buying in.

A Handsome Offer to the Corporators 
ef the Georgia Military Institute. 
A Model Town and Citadel, 


A handsome offer has been made the Geor- 
gia Military institute. 

There will be inthe vicinity of Atlanta a 
military academy superior to the Virginia 
] Military institute and the equal of the German 
gymnasium, which is, par excellence, the 
model military school of the world. 

It is already known that the Georgia Military 
institute has secured a charter, with a number 
of leading citizens of the state as incorporators. 
Among them are Professor Charles M. Neel, 
Governor Northen, Colonel James W. Robert- 
son, Colonel C. M. Wiley, of Macon; 
Colonel Charles Olmstead and Cap- 
tain W. W. Gordon, of Savannah; 
and Mrs. B. 8. Iryin, of Washington, Wilkes. 

The charter was secured last fall, but for 
sufficient reasons the organization of the insti- 
tution was deferred afew months. Now the 
matter has beeu taken up again underthe most 
promising auspices. 

The Manchester Land and Town Company, 
of which Mr. Blalock is the leading spirit, 
comes forward with a liberal proposition, which 
amounts to adopting and endowing the in- 
provided it will locate at the 
town site of Manchester, which is just a haif 
mile beyorid East Point, on the Atlanta and 
West Point railroad. 

This proposition will put Professor Neel and 
the Georgia Military institute on strong 
ground from the start. Mr. Neel said yester- 
day that Mr. Blalock’s proposition would give 
the institute better buildings than those at the 
national military school at West Point, or the 
famous Virginia Military institute. 

‘‘What I have in mind,” said Professor 
Neel, “is a school that will give a boy all the 
Greek, Latin, mathematics and other things 
that will be required to fit him for entrance at 
areal university, or for life. You have doubt- 
less heard of the German gymnasium. That 
is the kind of school I propose to 
with ail the drill, men- 
tal and physical, necessary to attain 
the high standard I have indicated. No boy 
will go through and get a diploma without 
having the equipment which it professes. 
During the period between thirteen and 
eighteen, when he would be with us, the boy 
needs to be drilled. Heshould be confirmed 
in habits of attention, application and self- 
control, and these are best attained through 
military discipline.’”’ 

‘It is understood that in the gymnasiums of 
Germany they give boys the rudiments of a 
military education, and to that extent fit them 
for the great military academy. Does your 
plan give a boy any better preparation for 
West Point?” 

“Oh yes. Why, there has not been a mili- 
itary company in Georgia which has 
taken prizes, that did not have in 
its ranks some of my _ boys. They 
are leaders in the Atlanta companies 
and the Grady Cadets are made up of them.”’ 

Many of the leading men of Atlanta and of 
the state are graduates of the old Georgia 
Military institute, and they will be friends of 
the new institute from the start. The Man- 
chester company, which proposes to endow the 
institute, is a strong one, capitalized at $300,- 
000. It has the Jand on both sides of the rail- 
road for nearly two miles,and has arranged 
with the Atlanta and West Point Railroad 
Company to extend the,double track the half- 
mile from East Point to. Manchester, where a 
town is to be laid out with the Georgia Mili- 
tary institute as the citadel. The police power 
of the town will,be vested in the Georgia Mil- 
itary institute, and the commandant of the 
post will be the head of the system. Under 
this arrangemént Professor Neel says it will be 
the best policed town in the state, 

As a matter of course, the institute will be- 
come the center of culture, and a community 
of the better class will gather about it. Asa 
place of residence for people doing business in 
Atlanta, it will offer advantages which hardly 
any other suburban communities can supply, 
and the expense of going and coming to business 
will be the same as street car fare. The West 
Point road has ordered the rolling stock for an 
hourly train, on which the fare “between At 
lanta and Manchester will be 5 cents. 

The military institute, with its faculty and 
associations, and the excellent system of police, 
will be great advantages to Manchester, and 
the company will make a ten-strike if it cap- 
tures the school.
